Lib Gains, Lags 


Women the nation over are making gains in rnany 
fields, not cxcludng politics. According to the National 
Women’s Political Caucus there will be some 3,000 seeking 
national or state office this year. That's three times as 
many as tried in 1972. 

Watergate is one reason, the Caucus feels. Women 
are staking their hopes on the fact that they will be less 
tainted by the overall backlash against politicos, be¬ 
cause they haven’t been as prominent in the arena as 
men. 

So far, there are at least two Ms. candidates for gov¬ 
ernor in Texas and Connecticut. Three states expect to 
have women in the U.S. Senatorial race, several will offer 
a female aspirant for the House of Representatives. 

Ironically, this added fervor in office seeking may 
end up in an voerall loss of feminine representation in the 
House. Four of the present women members are not run¬ 
ning again.

What Goes Up . . . 

What goes up, we all know, must come down. 

Airplanes, balloons, tides. Hank Aaron's 714th homer, 
you name it. 

All that is acceptable. But when it applies to income 
it’s not so popular. . 

Tax Foundation, Inc., the studious, perceptive pri¬ 
vate watchdog of the nation’s tax situation, has another 
sad little commentary on the current fiscal problems of 
.so many of us. It’s the old up-down bit, only applied to 
pay raises. 

Says TFI, the ways taxes and inflation have been go¬ 
ing lately, a person who earned $10,000 in 1966, and 
during the ensuing eight years received raises totalling 
half of that amount would now, of course, be earning 
$15,000. Actually, however, he has about $159 less in 
purchasing power than he did in his $10,000 days. 

Those of fixed incomes obviously are even worse off. 

Individuals, however, who are fortunate enough to 
have re<.’eived more than 50 per cent in raises during the 
eight-year period are clearly bt'tter off. For example, 
federal civilian employees and private construction work¬ 
ers received a nearly 75 per cent hike, a neat buffer 
against inflation. 

The increased take of the tax collector is responsible 
for cutting the theoretical $5,000 raise to $3,654. But 
that’s just the good news. In the past eight inflation 
padded years the dollar has lost nearly 45 per cent of 
its purchasing power.

It is not good in 
which children defy parents, students scoff at the work it 
requires to get an education, it is not good when every 
man determines he has the right to be a thug, or when 
workers think all they must do is keep both eyes on 
the clock. 

It is not good when every kind of silly, destructive, 
lewd conduct imaginable is pawned off as some kind 
of freedom. It is not good to maliciously gyp the govern¬ 
ment as an occupation. 

It is worst of all to look to the government for 
freedom. Especially for freedom from work or respon¬ 
sibility. It is the people who give freedom to both the 
government and to themselves. The government is not 
the prop but the leaner in any successful free society. 

Freedom is not given to any one, it must be earned, 
and this earning is a job that follows every citizen from 
the day he is born until the day that he dies. 

Despite what you hear through the press and from 
the mouths of demagogues, never in our history have 
Americans been so free. We can think whatever we please, 
read whatever we please, question authority, organize for 
any cause we like, we can make any kind of film we 
wish, write any kind of a book we wish. Never have 
law enforcement agencies been so scrutinized and never 
have criminal defendants been so surrounded with legal 
protection. 

It should be noted that the waning confidence in our 
own government began in the “60’s,” long before Water¬ 
gate, it began because of an “exaggerated confidence and 
excessive faith” in the federal government to solve every 
man’s problem in the land. Tbis was followed by the in¬ 
evitable dissillusionments that always follow this kind 
of excessive political rhetoric. 

When the people supinely allow the politicians to take 
the gold from our dollars and bank accounts, the silver 
from our coins and the copper from our pennies they beg 
for inflation and financial trouble. It’s time they remem¬ 
bered they, not their government are the ones to blame. 
Government of the people is the answer.
